CHINA APPEALS FOR AID TO 

JAPAN. 

‘The Emperor of China telegraphed 
to the Emperor of Japan on the 
3rd, appealing for his aid against 
the Western Powers. 

He deplores the assassination of 
the Japanese Secretary, and de- 
clares that the Powers ‘suspect the 
Peking Court to be anti-Christian 
because Christians have been 
slaughtered, and have therefore oc- 
cupied the Taku forts. So the 
outlook has become more and more 
serious, and the Emperor of China 
is of opinion that the Western 
Powers are in rivalry, Japan and 
China thereby holding the balance 
in the East. 

The Western Powers are secking 
new possessions and are not watching 
China alone; and should China be 
unsuccessful in opposing the West, 
Japan's independence will be threat- 
ened, so China and Japan are on the 
same footing, and should put their 
differences aside to preserve their 
national existence. An alliance with 








|Japan would succeed in dispelling 

the present troubles and restoring 

order. The Emperor of China in all 

sincerity applics to the Emperor of 

Japan for aid in restoring order. 
THE MIKADO'S RE“LY. 

The Emperor of Japan replied 
from Tokio on the 13th inst. 

Reciprocating the Emperor of 
China’s good wishes, he says that he 
is grieved at the confirmation of the 
news of Sugiyama’s murder, He is 
grieved to observe the increase of 
riots in China: hears that the Minis- 
ters at Peking are invested 
attacked; and that one Minister has 
been murdered. 

He alludes to the sacredness of 
diplomatic persons; but says that if 
the Chinese Government is not as- 
sisting the rioters, a peaceful settle- 
ment will not be difficult. 

The foreign troops have gone to 
Taku only to suppress the rioters 
and for the relief of the Ministers.

CHINA’S PLEA FOR HELP. 

We have to thank the Count de 
Bezaure, French Consul-General, for 
allowing us to translate the following 
Havas telegrams received by him :— 

Saigon, 22nd July. 

The Chinese Minister has com- 
municated to M. Delcassé a telegram 
from the Emperor requesting Pre- 
sident Loubet’s mediation. 

A telegram sent to-day by the 
Governor of Shantung says nothing 
about the Foreign Ministers ‘at 
Peking. 

M. Deleassé declared that M. 
Loubet will send his answer to the 
French Legation as soon as he is 
convinced that M. Pichon (the 
French Minister at Peking) is still 
alive.

The French Government will not 
take into consideration the request 
for mediation before obtaining guar- 
‘antees, notably for (1) the complete 
freedom of the Ministers at Peki 
| (2) the chastisement of Prince Tua 

(3) measures for the repression of the 
Boxers. 

Until then military action will 
continue.

TIENTSIN CITY 
CAPTURED. 


Tientsin native city has been cap- 
tured. During the whole of last 
night the allied forees bivouacked,and 
this morning the successful attack 
was made. There were concerned in 
this matter some eight thousand 
troops. Of these the British, American, 
and Austrian troops were under 
General Dorward, the French under 
Colonel de Placot, and the Japanese 
under General Fukushima, altogether 
four thousand men ; and on the other 
side of the city the Russians and Ger- 
mans, also numbering four thousand. 


HOW THE TROOPS ENTERED. 

In the darkness the allicd line 
moved out and forward, and finally 
lay down under the city wall. Gover 
was good, and the heavy fire of the 
Chinese through the night was little 
more than a waste of ammunition. 
Before the day broke a party of Ja- 
panese sappers crept cautiously to 
the south gate, while the troops 
behind them waited for the signal. 
This came with a flare and a dull 
crash, and “the men sprang forward 
at arun. ‘They ponred through the 
wrecked gateway, the Japanese hav- 
ing the hononr of being the first to 
enter the city. 

THE SPOILS OF THE CAPTORS. 

The British ran straight on 
through the narrow ways, in the 
hope of capturing such things as 
might be useful as transport in the 
advance on Peking which is to come, 
One river steamer and about two 
hundred junks fell to them. The 
Japanese share was one million taels 
of silver, which they found in the 
Chinese government treasury, and 
handed over to the care of the 
Americans. The Russians captured 
eleven guns, but failed to take the 
fort in the north-east of the city. 
They had decided to do it on the 
following day, but the Japanese fore- 
stalled them by taking it shortly 
after noon. 


PENALTY OF VICTORY. 


The losses of the allies in this 
brilliant affair—which reflects credit 
on all alike — were unexpectedly 
heavy. ‘They totalled 775 killed and 
wounded. 

Of these the British lost fourteen 
killed, including Lieutenant Ollivant, 
Ist Chinese Regiment, and ninety- 
one wounded ; the Americans, forty 
killed, and 125 wounded; and the 
Japanese, six officers and fifty men 
killed, and 150 wounded. 


DIVIDING THE CITY. 


And now foreign flags fly trium- 
phantly over the captured city— 
a great part of which is burning. It 
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has been divided into sections. TheJare concentrating at Newchwang, Chungking, 19 5

OTHER DETAILS. 

This capture secures the settle- 
ments of ‘Tientsin against the con- 
tinual shelling which has gone on 
for so long. 

The fires caused by shells in the 
city are still burning, but it is hoped 
to put them out shortly. 

The fighting altogether lasted for 
sixteen hours. 

It is impossible to estimate the 
Chinese losses. ‘Their force probably 
numbered 25,000 Boxers and 10,000 
Imperial troops. 

AN AUTHORITATIVE CRITICISM. 

This war gives an interesting 
opportunity of comparing the troops 
engaged. I have it from a high 
military authority, that he considers 
the Japanese fight with great dash, 
but that their uniforms and move- 
ments are both antiquated.

We deeply regret to announce the death, 
on Tuesday evening, of Mr. R. W. 
‘Mustard. Although of comparative middle 
aye, Mr. Mustard has for many years heen 
connected with the substantial business 
properity of Shanghai. H+ had been in 
failing health for some time, but the 
anvouncement of his death moves the 
deepest sorrow of his many friends, as 
memory recalls a life of real merit. ‘Me, 
Mustard was a native of the State of 
Delaware, and was known and esteemed 
Ly the leading men of that State, He 
was an honest wan, a faithful friend, and 
a patriotic American citizen. 

Tae intense heat of the past few days 
is responsible for the removal of one of 
the few leading residents in Shanghai 
who by the position they have attained as 
well as by their mental endowments are 
distinct personalities. All who know 
Shanghai at all can realise what a 
momentous loss it has sustained in the 
death on Monday morniug of Mr. David 
Brand, For two or three years he his 
been in bad health, and he had suffered 
from a little fever during the very hot 
weather, but there was nothing on Sunday 
in his coudition to lead to avy appre- 
honsion that he would pass away quietly 
in his sleep ag he did at 1 a.m. on Monday, 
adding one more to the long list of Brands 
who have died in the service of com- 
merce in China.‘ Dahvid,” ashe was af- 
fectionately called, came’ to China at 
the end of the sixties to the firm of 
Brand, Monro and Co., predecessors of 
Brand Bros. and Co. of which he became 
after some years the head partner. He was 
one of the men who know their own minds 
and speak their own minds, forming their 
own opinious, and expressing them with 
quiet humorous force that doubles their 
value. Witty and ready, with a keen 
shrewd Scotch humour that made him a 
most sought after companion, he was withal 
most kind-hearted and generous, and op- 
posed as he wasto all shams and insinceri- 
ties, he respected the feelings of others in 
hiscriticisms. A very good man of busi- 
ness, ho was at the same timo fond of sport, 
and his judgment was rarely consulted in 
vain, He was akind and devoted husband 
and father, as woll as most sincere 
friend, and it is difficult to say in words 
how deeply all Shanghai sympathises with 
his widow end children in the blow that 
has fallen on them so suddenly,

pan. on Monday, when there was a very 
large attendance. The esteem in which 
the deceased gentleman was held could 
hardly have heen more amply testified, so 
representative of the professional and 
commercial life of Shanghai was the gather- 
ing in the chapel and at thegraveside.

Brand and her four daughters were the 
chief mourners and the pall-bearers were 
Messrs. A. McLeod, Bruce Robertson, 
G. Wood, C. 8. Moore, W. J. Clarke, 
B. Skottowe, A. P. McEuen, E. J. 
j Hogz, and D. Gilmour. The hearse and 
coffin were literally covered with hand- 
some floral wreaths and crosses, all bearing 
messages of the deepest sympathy for the 
bereaved ones, and at the Cemetery 
more handsome floral tributes were sent out 
privately, not a few being from leading 
Chinese merchants and others. ‘The im- 
pressive burial service of the Church of 
England was conducted by the Rey, H. C. 
Hodges, M.A., and as the closing words 
of the ritual were uttered, many an old 
friend lingered at the grave to. pay his 
last tribute to one who will be long and 
deeply missed and regretted throughout 
the Settlement.

LI HUNG-CHANG. 


20th July. 


THE following comes from a valued 
contributor as an addition to the 
remarks we made yesterday on the 
subject of Li Hung-chang’s trip to 
the North:— 


“« The North-China Daily News’ 
has more than once directed atten- 
tion to the movements of Li Hung- 
chang in connection with the 
situation in China. It now appears 
that the erafty Viceroy has been or- 
dered to Tientsin and reinstated in 
his old position to make peace with 
Foreign Powers; and it is said that 
he received his summons from the 
Empress-Dowager. If the decrees of 
the Empress-Dowager are respected, 
it ought to be unfortunate for her 
that she has not issued some to sup- 
press the Boxers and in favour of 
protecting foreign life and property. 
'Phe last decree she is known to have 
issued was when the Boxers were 
organising their forces to shock the 
world with the scenes of horror 
which have followed, and that de- 
eree was in tacit approval of those 
savage barbarians. Now that the 
handwriting is seen on the wall 
there is great trembling and fear in 
Peking, and a Viceroy who has long 
since ceased to inspire confidence is 
the shield behind which the uuarping 
powers at Peking are seeking to hide 
themselves and their crimes. The 
Empress Dowager is no less a 
usurper thar Prince Tuan, and 
Foreign Powers would stultify them- 
selves and fail to-permanently safe- 
guard their interests by negotiating 
with either. In this connection 
the question is pertinent, where is 
the Emperor of China? He was 
opposed to the anti-foreign move- 
ment, and could he have had his 
way there would have been no attack 
upon foreign life and no destruction 
of foreign property. It may be 
asked again, where is the Emperor? 
He was known to be friendly to all 
nations and anxious to improve and 
enlighten the condition of the people 
of China. Had he not been dethroned 
by the usurping Empress Dowager he 
would doubtless in due time have 

eacefully solved the problem of 
hina’s awakening. But if not dead, 
he has been imprisoned, while his 
Empire has been convulsed_by the 
satellites and followers of the Empress 
Dowager and Prince Tuan. Produce 
the Emperor, and whoever he may, 
without let or hindrance, appoint to 
negotiate with Foreign Powers for 
peace would be received as the pro- 
erly accredited Ambassador of the 
thinese Empire. 

Bub can it be possible that 
Foreign Powers will negotiate with 
any one bearing the credentials of 





either of the two usurpers named ? 
Is it possible to believe that 
such powers will entertain Li; 
Hung-chang, several times discredit- 
ed by his own Government, and 
now on his way to meet the Allied 
Powers with the expectation that his 
craftiness and the shortsightedness 
of those Powers will enable him to 
reinstate himself in office and re- 
plenish his treasury? It must not be 
so. Honour and good faith alike 
forbid it. . 

“When foreign soldiers in China 
were few in number, it was the 
Yangtze Viceroys who spoke out 
against the usurpers in Peking: they 
pledged their words that they would 
not support the usurpers but would 
protect to the full extent of their 
power foreign life and property, and 
they have kept faith with foreigners. 
Now when the foreign soldiers are 
sufficient in number, not only to 
protect their nationals, but to carry 
terror to the enemy, are our friends 
in adversity to be forgotten? That 
must not be either. 

“If the Emperor is not produced, 
then fair dealing and justice demand 
that the usurpers should be informed 
that negotiations looking to a settle- 
ment will be conducted at Nanking, 
and that Li Hung-chang will not be 
recognised. As the Consuls-General 
at Shanghai may be interested in 
this phase of the subject they would 
not be indifferent to the neglect of 
their friends, the Yangtsze Viceroys, 
and our Consular Officials would 
have great influence in  represent- 
ing the treatment that justice, fair 
dealing, and honour demand. 

“Tt is hoped that there will be 
no repetition of the history of much 
of the treaty-making in China, and 
it is firmly believed that no proposal 
to negotiate should be listened to 
until the allied flags are planted on 
the walls of Peking. If, fortunately, 
our Ministers and countrymen in 
Peking have not been massacred, it 
is the duty of their Governments to 
go there and with drawn swords to 
enquire why they have not been 
treated as became their positions; 
and if massacred, then the guilty 
should be found and those swords 
swiftly used upon them. No corner 
of this earth should be dark enough 
to hide the guilty savages, and there 
should be no peace until every 
insult to our flags and countrymen 
has been avenged: 

“ Away with Li Hung-chang and 
the old gang who have governed 
China to misrule and pillage the 
industrial classes of the Empire. No 
more of that.” 

We believe that there are very 
few of our readers who will not agree 
with every word of the above. There 
may be here and there some one 
in Shanghai who will bow down to/ 
Li Hung-chang in gratitude for con- 
tracts or concessions given in the!

we trust that every one else here, 
official or layman, will treat him with 
the contemptuous neglect that is 
his proper portion.

LI HUNG-CHANG. 
20th Faly. 
To the Editor of the 
“Norra-Carsa Dany News.” 

Sim,—The Committee of this As- 
sociation sent the following telegram 
yesterday morning to the Hongkong 
Committee :-— 

“Understanding that the Governor 
is giving a guard of honour to 
Viceroy Li Hung-chang, would urge 
you, considering the situation at 
Peking, to protest against any official 
mark of cordiality being extended 
to this representative.” 

‘The Hongkong Committee replied 
as follows:—*Too late—mischief done 
—received this morning early, seven- 
teen guns, full guard, streets lined 
with troops.” 

Apparently Li Hung-chang is no 
longer Viceroy of Canton with whom 
official relations were established, 
but claims to be Viceroy of the rebel 

rovinee of Chibli, appointed either 
yy the Empress Dowager, or by the 
rebel Government of Prince Tuan, 
with whom the Powers are at war. 

If his means of communication are 
such that he can receive an Edict 
conferring this appointment he must 
be in a position to obtain information 
regarding the foreign residents of 
Peking, and if information, satisfactory 
guarantees should be forthcoming as 
to their safety. So long as there 
continue to be grave reasons to fear 
for the lives of foreign men, women, 
and children in the capital of China, 
it appears to the committee of this 
Association that no British official is 
justified in recognising, much less in 
honouring, as Her Majesty's repre- 
sentative, 2 Chinese official represent- 
ing the political party responsible 
for the existing condition of affairs. 

As showing the opinion formed on 
this subject in England, when the 
first intimation of Li’s impending 
appointment was made known, the 
following extract from a leading 
article in the “Times” of the 12th of 
June is of interest :— 

The Powers are not likely to be fooled 
again into tolerance of a régime which 
openly flouts them one and ull; and not 
even the anticipated appearance on the 
scene of that wily and well-known deus ex 
machind Li Hung chang is likely to pro- 
duce its wonted effect. With the roputa- 
tion of a reformer, Li Hung-chang 1s in 
reality one of the most astute instruments 
of reaction, and his command of the 
methods of Oriental negotiation has more 
than once enabled him to play off 
China against the Powers and the 
Powers against each other. But that was 
when they were only too ready to play the 
game themselves. They now know that it 
is no game they are playing, but a grim 
conflict in which they are all equally 
concerned for the elementary interests of 
Western civil in China, and so long 
as they are united it is certain that neither 
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Li Hung-chang nor even the Empres 
Dowager herself willbe allowed to prevail 
against thei. ”

The first point in the political 
settlement must, as we have before 
insisted, be the abandonment of all 
ideas of partition. Only by this can

And since China is not ripe 
for a constitution, the form of abso- 
lute power but under certain restric- 
tions must be maintained. Only 
progressive Viceroys should be ap-

e strengthened. For the rest the 
establishment of a civil service on 
the model of the I. M. Customs, but 
more largely native, should be set 
about as soon as possible. 

Commercially, the country should 
be opened up as soon as possible, 
and as thoroughly as Great Britain 
herself.

| behalf of Mr. Conger. No one here 
being able to read the cipher, the 
| U.S. Consul-General telegraphed to 
Washington to knowif the message had 
een received and what it contained. 
he reply was that it had been re- 
ceived and contained the words:—“In 
British Legation under continuous 
shot and shell from Chinese traops ; 
immediate relief necessary to prevent 
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massacre.” Several telegrams have 
come out of Peking in these or simi- 
lar terms, but all before the 30th of 
June; what gave more interest to 
this one was the Chinese statement 
that it was dated the 18th instant. 
‘This, however, is blown to the winds 
by the receipt of another telegram 
from Washington saying that Mr. 
Conger’s message is undated. Mr. 
Pelham Warren, our Consul-General, 
has wired to Governor Yuan Shih-kai 
pointing out that quotations from 

‘onfucius as to the proper treatment 
of ambassadors, and vague statements 
asto the Ministers being safe, are not 
what is wanted now, and asking why 
the British Minister, if he is safe, 
does not send any messages. To this, 
we learn, the Governor’s answer was: 
“J don’t know.” There was some 
additional news yesterday to add to 
the mass of contradictory statements 
about the Peking residents. From 
Newchwang we learnt that a China- 
man had arrived there who claimed 
to be in foreign service at Peking, 
and who said that he escaped thence 
on the 12th, when the Legation had 
Deen set on fire and the foreigners all 
butchered. If this were the 12th of 
the Chinese moon, that would be the 
8th of July, which corresponds with 
the date given in the telegram alleged 
to have been received by H.E. Shéng 
on the 14th inst. and denied by him. 
‘The Acting Russian Consul-General, 
we are informed, received a telegram 
from Colonel Wogack ‘at ‘Tientsin, 
saying that he had it from “une 
bonne source chinoise” that the 
isters were all safe on the 10th 
instant. It is impossible for us, with 
the information at our disposal, to 
deny that such a miracle may have 
happened as the preservation of the 
foreigners in Peking after the despair- 
ing appeals that have been received 
from there ; but it must -be remem- 
bered that the Chinese officials who 
are most anxious to get us to believe 
that the Ministers are still safe, told 
us ten days ago that the mutinous 
soldiers and Boxers were bringing 
up cannon to use against the Lega- 
tions, that they and the Government 
were involved in a common danger 
(or destruction), and that their 
condition justified ten thousand 
anxieties. 

News has reached us from the 
interior that a high official on the 
Yangtze has warned the Governor of 
Shensi that the Empress Dowager 
and her Court are about to move to 
Hsianfu; and this confirms various 
rumours that have been flying about 
of late. It will be remembered that 
one of the reasons given originally for 
Pang Fu-hsiang and his wild Kansu 
levies being summoned to Peking 
was, that they might be ready to 
escort the Empress Dowager whenever 
she wished to fly from Peking to the 
old capital of China. It was the first 
Emperor of the Han dynasty, Kao- 
tsou, who moved the capital from 











Loyang in Honan to Hsianfu, about 
two centuries B.C. We learn that 
rice is already being sent up the Han 
and Tan rivers for the Imperial needs 
at Hsianfu. 

Our Tientsin correspondent, in 
a letter received yesterday, says 
that he was told “by a Chinese 
official thas the antiquated useless 
old fort, marked “k” on the plan 
we published the other day, which 
has just been taken with so much 
difficulty and loss, had during 
the last year been secretly modernis- 
ed, armed, and stored, with a view to 
the present crisis. “There are too 
many proofs, our correspondent says, 
of Chinese | military efficiency and 
preparation to think them casual. 
Our Intelligence Department natur- 
ally knew nothing about it. Proofs 
multiply that the present attack 
on foreigners, has as we have been 
announcing for months, been pre- 
paring for nearly two years. Tho 
very trustworthy correspondent in 
the interior to whom we have already 
referred, and who is far from the 
actual scene of strife, says that for 
several months past the present at- 
tack on foreigners was arranged, and 
the Boxers encouraged to take the 
initiative. Tung Fu-hsiang is said 
to have worked out the “Imperial 
Will” and made all the arrangements 
with the Boxers, ete. At all events, 
says our correspondent, the Boxers 
would never have dared draw blood in 
the face of absolute and determined 
opposition from Peking. 

It will be noted with great pleasure 
that Mr. Brodrick has stated in the 
House of Commons that our Consul- 
General, Mr. Pelham Warren, has 
been granted full powers to deal with 
emergencies here as they arise. This 
is satisfactory as far as it goes, but 
it would be still more satisfactory if 
he were appointed Chargé d’Affaires 
at once. ‘That is the position he is 
practically occupying, and it should 
be conferred upon him substantially, 
without farther time being wasted by 
Foreign Office clerks in searching 
for precedents how not to do it. 
Another interesting piece of news is 
that it is expected that a man of the 


reputation and standing of Sir Francis | 


Grenfell is to be sent out as British 
Commander-in-Chief in China. A 
soldier of fame, he is also, as an ex- 
Sirdar of the Egyptian Army and 
ex-Commander of the British Expedi- 
tionary Force in Egypt, a man of 
affairs, and we shall feel additional 
security if the supervision of the 
coming campaign, and, which is far 
more important, the coming settle- 
ment, is in his capable hands.

MEDIATION. 
24th July. 

Tue Emperor of China, having tried 
to detach Japan from the Concert of 
the Powers and been met with a 
polite rebuff coupled with much ex- 
cellent advice, has now turned to 
President Loubet, Kaiser Wilhelm, 
and President McKinley, requesting 
them to mediate for him. It is a 
little abnormal for a combatant who 
has wilfully joined issue with a num- 
ber of others, to beg three or four 
of them to stop fighting and mediate 
for him with the rest; but after all 
this is not more abnormal than the 
whole situation is in China at 
present. We do not know what 
answers the German Emperor and 
the President of the United States 
have returned ; but we do know that 
M. Delcassé has given asort of an- 
swer; that is, he has promised an 
answer when he is assured of the 
continued existence of M. Pichon, 
the complete freedom of the Minis- 
ters at Peking, the chastisement of 
Prince Tuan, and the taking of 
measures for the repression of the 
Boxers. This is as perfectly correct 
an answer as the answers of the 
French Foreign Office always aro; 
there is not a Foreign Office in 
Europe that has a better permanent 
staff. But correct as it is, is would 
have been better and certainly more 
interesting if M. Delcass¢ had asked ; 
“From whom does this application 
for mediation come?” or, in other 
words :—“ Who is this Emperor of 
China?” Till that question is satis- 
factorily answered there should _be 
no commerce of any kind with Pe- 
king. The Chinese declare that 
even their officials do not know wha 
is “The Throne,” and that Li Hung- 
chang himself wired up to Peking on 
Sunday night to find out to whom 
he owes his appointment as Viceroy 
of Chibli. As far as we know, the 
Consuls here do not know who is 
really represented by the phrase 
“The Emperor of China,” and who * 
is really issuing the Imperial Edicts 
that still make their appearance from 
time to time. 

From the appointment of Li Hung- 
chang to a new Viceroyalty, the 
issue of Imperial Edicts, and the 
dispatch to the Ministers of Chins 
abroad of instructions to give reassur- 
ing messages'to the Governments to 
which they are accredited, it should 
follow that there is a Government at 
Peking. From its making requests 
for mediation, it should follow that 
there is a Government at Peking 
that is amenable to reason.

We shall hear, their forecast is; that 
the Ministers have left for ‘Nientsin— 
we shall not be told how many sur- 
vivors there are of the thousand 
souls on whom the gates were shut 
early in June, ‘hen we shall hear 
that notwithstanding the _ devoted 
efforts of their Chinese guard, and in 
consequence of ‘Tientsin not” having 
sent another relief expedition, the 
Ministers were set upon by a mob of 
Boxers, bandits, and brigands, and 
all murdered. Thus the face will 
be preserved of those who are still 
protesting that the Ministers are 
alive, and the difficulty of producing 
them alive will be evaded.

‘THE RIOT AT YUNNANEU. 

‘No full particulars have been received of 
the deplorable riots in Yuunanfu. When 
the last postman left the city was still 
in a state of turmoil, and 500 soldiers 
were guarding the residence of the French 
Consul. ‘The direct cause of the riot was 
the arrival of what is said to have been 
a lot of military stores and arms from 
‘Tongking for the use of the French, The 
oficinls ns usual adopted a half-hearted 
policy, or rather double-hearted policy, and 
the result is riot and great destruction of 
property. ‘The overbearing attitude of some 
of the French has undoubtedly irritated the 

ople, and to a certain extent British sub- 
jects have sympathised with the fears of the 
Celestials, 





DETAILS. 

‘The riot broke out on June the 10th, 
‘Three houses of British missionaries were 
cleanly looted, but no harm was done to 
persons. ‘Three French places were burnt 
down, and an attempt was made to burn down 
the new R. C. premises. Fortunately this 
failed, and 0 the magnificent pile of build- 
ings erected at immense cost was saved 
‘The chief premises of the C.L-M. were also 
saved, very little damage being done. 


SUFFERINGS.

THE GREAT FLOOD. 


Accérding to the Chinese, the flood with 
which we were visited at’ the end of last 
month was the biggest known for fifty 
years and there was nobody in a posit 
to contradict them. ‘The foreign residents’ 
record flood was in 1877, when the hei 
to which the water rus? was marked on 
the stone entrance to a hong on the bund. 
This record was broken on the 30th ultimo. 
the water having risen a good twelve 
inches higher. ‘The consequences of this 
inundation were most serious. Accounts 
continue to reach us of the damaze done, 
villages swept away, of the falling uf undei 
mined houses on the inmates, and of the 
wrecking of all sorts of boats,’ many more 
than at first reported. Both’ the massive 
bridges were broken in places, rendering 
them impassable. The loss of life reported 
is appalling, and the numbers rendered 
homeless and penniless distressing to 
hear of.

A PROCLAMATION 
was issued last week by the Tartar General 
and Viceroy, of which I enctose a transla- 
tion :— 

Shin Lien, the Tartar General of the 





Min Province, and H-ii, the Governor- 
General of the Min and Ché Provinces, 
issue the following proclamation ;— 





‘Whereas some time ago we received 
dispatches from the Foreign Consuls, to 
the effect that at present owing to the 
disturbances made by the Boxers of the 
Northern part of China, the foreign Powers 
are sending troops to’ Cain only for the 
purpose, of protecting thelr people an 
subduing the Boxers, and beside this they 
do not have any other purpose, ete. 

On examination we have found that the 
people of Foochow are said to have always 
kept quiet and thit the foreign merchants 
and subjects residing here have been on 
very goxd terms with the natives. New 
the present Tartar General and the pre- 
seat Governor-General hive cousulted with 
the Foreign Consuls that we will exert 
ourselv2s with the utmost energy to protect 
the families and properties which bel 
to the foreign officers, merchants, mission- 
aries, etc., who are residing in Foochow, 
hoping that the Chinese and foreigners will 
keep peace with exch other. 

‘We have already appvinted the military 
olticers and soldiers to strictly go around 
and examine what is being done, and hold 
all the civil and military officers of 
every place responsible for observing anit 
conducting this instruction, If there be 
any ignorant vagabonds who dare 
tentionilly invent false stories to 
the people's mind and avail themselv 
the opportunity to raise troubles, they will 
at once be arrested and by severely punish- 
ed and will never be indulged or excused. 

We make this proclamation for the infr- 
mation of all solliers and peoples of thir 
whole provinee, that you all must know 
that China and foreign countries are in 
peace and will nover have any other idua, 
aud that you must on no account invent 
any false Stoties to produce any trowhle in

ALL QUIET. 

‘This city remains quiet. Most of the 
ladies and children left us, two weeks ago, 
for places of greater safety, but there are 
still six ladies here, making the number of 
foreign residents in the city about twenty, 
including the British and the Japanese 
Consuls, but not including those living in 
the foreign settloment. 

OUR GOVERNOR 

was rather tardy in joining the coalition, 
and did not is-ue a proclamation of protec: 
tion to foreigners until the 2ud of this 
month, Before that, thero were a good 
many rumours flying about the streets and 
‘8 good deal of ugly talk about foreigners 
‘aud Christians, but since then the people 
seem to be more civil than ever before. A 
military officer, with five hundred soldiers, 
has been appointed to keep order in tho 
city and he has called at the different mis- 
sions to assure us of protection. 


AN UGLY CUSTOMER. 


Yesterday a mun applied at the dispen- 
sary of tho R. C. Mission for medicme, 
and was told that the hour had passed and 
he must call to-morrow, Thereupon he 
used ugly languige and safd ** You will al 
bo killed in a tew days.” He was then 
seized and held until a squadof soldiers 
came and carried him off. 

OUTRAGES. 


About ten days ago the missionaries left 
their home in Chuch'i, and the noxt day 
the house was looted and a few days later 
it was burned. Two native catechists in 
that city and their families narrowly 
oscaping, one of them at least, with their 
lives. Five hundred soldiers were sent 
from here, and they caught and behicaded 
four, of ihe tioters, ‘Thoro aro. many 
Christians scattored about over the dis- 
trict, and reports have come in to-day that 
they have been driven from their liomes, 
and -heir houses generally pulled to pieoes 
or burned, in fifteen differeat places. In 
the neighbouring district, two chapels and 
fifteen houses have been pillaged and torn 
to pieces, but so far, it seems that no lives 
have been taken. 
PROTECTION. 

‘Tho British Consul is taking up the cases 
of both the C. M.S, and of the American 
Presbyterians with much energy, and in 
addition to the five hundred from here 
threo are also five hundred soldiers from 
‘Ningpo in that district, and it is hoped that 
quiet maybe restored before further damage 
isdone. Thosodisturbed districts aro about 
fifty miles from our city, but the news will 
not bo long in reaching the people here, 
Lut we h»pe that they will have a whole- 
ome fear of the powers that be, and go on 
quietly with their work, But one danger 
wee foar is tho check to business which will 
throw many people out of work. Tho 
officials, however, are attending to this 
feature of the cuse, and have made arrange- 
ments by which the silk weavers aro to be 
kept at work, and also we hear they have 
supplied the pawnshops with £200,000, so 
that they can supply money to the poor, 
who depend on them for ready cash, in 
times of emergency.

JAPAN. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
—— 

To write to Shanghai about the move- 
ments of the Chinese Viceroys and 
Governors seems like carrying coals to 
Neweastle, > I shall confine myself to say- 
ing that grest importance is attache’ here 
to the reported hostility of Yuan Shih-kai 
and the Viceroys south of the Yellow 
River, to Princes The connection of 
the Viceroys with Japan is closer than 
most people imagine; as an instance of 
how close it is, [ need only mention the 
fact that Chang Chih-tung has sent many 
officers to be trained here, that the re- 
lations between them and the Japanese are 
espocially friendly, a very large number of 
Japanese military’ men seeing them off 
when they left for China in a body, a short 
time ago. Mr. Chang Chnen, the son of 
Viceroy Chang Chih-tung, is’ also he 
studying t the Peers’ School, but 
seems to take an interest in politics as well, 
as he calls on the Premier at his official re- 
sidence and has long interviews with him, 
at Teast he did so last Friday. The 
Tapanose regard Chang Chib-tung as too 
timid, too old, and too much of a scholar 
toact a bold part, Liu K’un-yi they think 
capable by his energy, his ability and his 
fearlessness of saving China, but his addic- 
tion to opium may, they fear, have be- 
numbed his faculties and rendered him 
averse to vigorous action. Guvernor Yuan 
Shi they are uncertain about. They 
recognise in him an ambitious and capable 
man, possessing in his 8,000 good soldiers 
an instrument to further his ambition, and 
they cannot but see by his move- 
ments that he does not intend to 
remain inactive during the present crisi 
but they are not sure what it is that he 
intends to do. ‘The “Japan Times” sur- 
mises very plausibly that as Yuan Shih. 
keeps up a close connection with Yung Lu 
‘on the one hand, and with the leading 
Viceroys of the South on the other, he 
and they will therefore ‘co-operate with 
the powers in putting down tho distu 
bances in the North.” “We desire nothi 
better,” said a leading Japaness to mo 
the other day, “than that Yuan and his 
Chinese friends reach Peking before tho 
allies and, after having released the Foreign 
isters, restored Kuxng Hsii to power, 
and established a stable government, 
throw open the gates of the city to the 
foreign troops. In that case, and sup- 
posing our representatives ate satisfied, 
we shall not even, in all probability, 
accept the polite invitation of the new 
government to pa, step inside.” 

‘The general line of the Japanese con- 
vinces ine indeed that they undertake 
this expedition to China— you have already 
heard, of course, of the dispatch of 22,000 
men—rather unwillingly, because (1) it will 
cost much money aud Japan has got very 
little to spare, (2) Japan can never be pro- 
perly repaid for her trouble, as when mat- 
ters come to be settled at Peking, there 
will be so many Russian, French and Ger- 
man troops there that Japan will not be in 
a condition to dictate the terms of the 
settlement. The only motives that animate 
the Japanese are, I think, the followin, 
(1) They wantto gain creditin the eyes of Bur- 
opo as being really civilised ; and (2) They 
see that any change for the better that 
takes place at Peking must be to their 
advantage. 

‘As for gaining credit in the eyes of 
Europe, it is a powerful motive allied to 
vanity, self-distrust, and an intense year- 
ning foraympathy, by which one can hardly 
help feeling touched. All these motives 
are laid bare in the official dispatches from 
the front, with that naiveté and uncon- 
sciousness of giving any offence by appear- 
ing in puris naturalibus—in either the 
literal or the metaphorical sense of the 
phrase—which is such a delightful trait in 























































































the Japanese character. My space does 





not permit me to quote much, but I would 
refer the reader to all the official dispatches 
connected with the Taku engagement. 
There he will see how frequently the Jap- 
anese commanders speak of the impression 
made upon the foreigu troops by the meu 
under their command. The nimbleness 
and courage with which our men behaved 
themselves,” says Rear-Admiral Dewa, 
“elicited the praise and admiration of the 
rest of the allied forces.” ‘Lieutenant, 
Shiraisbi’s bravery in entering the fort 
first,” says Captain Nagamine, ‘is stid to 
have attracted the special notice of the 
allied forces, many of whom afterwards 
asked his name “The gallantry and 
smartness of our men were warmly 
acknowledged on the occasion of the Senior 
Officers’. ‘conference, on board the 
Russ.an ship Ro: says the same au- 
thority, "and similarly favourable comments 
en heard among foreigners in gene- 
‘A portion of our detachment left 
tsin by train early this morning,” 
says an official telegram ‘for ‘Taku, and 
the rapidity with which they boarded the 
train clicited compliments from the forces 
of the other Powers, 

One would imagine from this that the 
Japanese are morbidly anxious for praise. 
‘At present they aro, but it is not a 
normal occasion, and considering the 
overwhelming importance to the J -panese 
of their creating a good impression on 
the present occasion oue can hardly blame 
them. It mxy bo said, indeed, with- 
out exaggeration, that on the conduct 
of her officers and men in the present 
war depends the whole future of 
Japan, If tho British Tommy takes to 
the Japanese Tommy as he takes to 
the Ghurka, all will be well ; but there is 
just a possibility that he may conceive as 
rooted a dislike for him us te white 
labourer in British Columbia and Seattle 
does for the Japanese cvolie, who is, after 
all, of about the same status as the Jap- 
anese soldier. In that case Japau’s enorgies 
would be fur ever circumscribed witl 
five hundred isles. The critical period 
seems to have p-ssed, however, judging by 
the reports that have reached ‘I'-kio, and 
the Japanese soldiers to have emerged 
successfully ; but it is a proof of the great 
anxiety that was felt in the matter by the 
Japanese military authoritics that the com- 
mander at the front constantly informed the 
government of the relations, that existed 
yetween the Japanese troops and the 
Western soldiers. Even Major-General 
Fukushima took care, in his ofticial 
to insist on the good relations existing be- 
tween his own and the white troops ; while 
Japanese correspondents at the frout, 
evidently taking their cue from him, wrote 
home to ivfurm an anxious public that tho 
British had actually given the Japanese, on 
one occasion, tho ordinary military salute 
and that—mirabile dictu!—the Russians 
had entertained them with ‘‘the utmost hos- 
pitality,” even giving for their amuse- 
ment, ‘musical performances.” 

Tt seems, therefore, from the reports that 
have reached ‘Tokio, that Japau’s real 
admittance to the concert of the civilised 
nations has taken place in a manner that 
cantiot but prove very satisfactory to the 
land of thesun-burst. Of course we have 
only had one-sided accounts here as yet, 
‘but Iam inclined to believe that the Jap- 
aneso soldiers and their officers will be 
popular among the officers and soldiers of 
the European nations, If we are to judge 
culture by salary the officers of the Mikado 
are, it must be confessed, behind-hand, 
for the month’s pry of half-a-dozen of 
them would hardly be equal to paying for 
a champagne breakfast ; but, on tie uther 
hand, there is a large number of them who 
know French and German well and who 
have private means. Major-General 
Fukushima, for instance, is well acquainted 
with English, French, Russian, German, 
and Chinese; and this, combined 
with his savoir faire, dash, and love 
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who are now supposed to be participating 
in the bombardment of the Russians at 
Liaoyang. 

‘The railway station at Haicheng has 
deen burned and the Russians are said to 
apprehend an attack on Tashilichiao june- 
tion. As, however, they hold the strong 
position of Aushanshan, which commands 
the pats through the hills from Lisoyang, 
we think their assailants can only be 
Boxers, of whom there are several 
hundreds in Newchwang proper. 

There is a rumour that Kirin has been 
oceupivd hy a large force from Siberia, and 
that 15,000 Mongolian Cossicks have reach- 
ed Moukden; but these are, (o say the 
leant, premature, 

The local Chinese officials, and more 
particulurly the Taotai, deserve great praise

It is, however, high time that a calmer 
spirit should pervade the atmosphere,

‘CHWASG’S FUTURE, 
It is with satisfaction that we read that 







































































the Peking and Tientsin troubles will not 
in all probability lead to the splitting up 
of China between the Foreign Powers, 
but I would like to put the question 
as to what changes, if any, may be 
looked for in the treaty port of New- 
chwang. It has been remurked by more 
than one influential Russian that New- 
chwang will shortly become a Russian 
port. This statement has been made 
deliberately and in all seriousness. and I, 
for one fail entirely to sec how such 
annexation can be justified or permitted. 
From all accounts the Japanese arp. by no 
means inclined to relinquish their right of 
priority. 

T also have it on Russian authority, more 
or less reliable, that woless Newchwang 
becomes Russian, the brench line to the 
port will most certainly be closed in favour 
of that to Talienwan, so that with a'l 

pect I submit we are between the 
the Devil and the Deep Blue Sea. Sceing 
that the trouble in Liasyang—destruction 
of the bridges and line, etc.—is estimated 
hy the Russians at a total loss of Roubles 
8,000,000, it is only to be expected that 
they ‘will endeavour to xeimburse them 
selves as speedily as possible, in which 
connection I would point out’ that there 
are Tis. 7,000,000 iu the Moukden 
Treasury. 

Tn conclusion, Jet mo meution that 
although the safety of the Foreign Com- 
munity is assured, trade is almost bound 
to come to a standstill unless a British 
gunboat is sont over to reassure the 
native merchants; that with no trade, 








and the consequent exodus or revolt 
of the native population, we shall 
not be in a position’ to afford 


these supplies to the troops at ‘Tientsin 
which are sure to be required from the 
nearest ports; and last, but very natur- 
ally not least, in the opinion of one whose 
mercantile interests ire centred in the 
port, the abandonment of British interests 
to alien protection will effectually negative 
the right of Great Britain to interfere in 
the disposal of a treaty port which is one 
of the outlets, and the best outlet, to the 
trade of @ provines potentially the richest 
in China.

‘THE HAICHI AND CAPTAIN SAH. 


In a recent issue of the ‘N.C. Daily 
News” there was a commendatory notice 
of the above vessel and its commauder, 
Captain C. P. Suh, for his conduct during 
the present difficulties. While the notice 
referred to was correct, Captain Sah and 
his officers deserve fuller recognition 
When the news of the capture of the 
‘Taku forts and the seizure of the four 
torpedo boats reiched the Chinese vessels 
anchored in the Miao Tao Straits two of 
them left at onc» for the Yangtze. The 
Haichi remained behind, as Captain Sah 
had already undertsken the protection of 
the missionary community here. Coming 
on shore the next day, he stated how 
matters stood, and « telegram was sent to 
Chefuo asking if he would be free from 
molestation if he continued to act as our 
protector, The U.S. Consul, Mr. Fowler, 
cou'd not give him more than probable 
assura: ce, but the Captain took the risks, 
Janded a guard to protect mission property 
outside the city wall, and arranged 
Junal service between the shore and his 
ship. He also hetd the vessel in readi- 
ness to take the entire community on 
Dowd in cxse of need. Being separated 
from the main channel by Mia» ‘Tao is- 
Jand, bo was not aware of the mishap to 
the ‘Oregon until i next day noon.

WHEN THE MISCHIEF IS BREWED. 


Though Governor Yuan, Li, Taotai_ of 
Chefoo, prefect ‘Tan of this plrce, and a 
few other officials seem earnest in their 
! endeavours to preserve the peace, yet in 
| other cases the hostility of the f ople may 
be laid directly to the attitude of their 
rulers. The prefect of Laichou, in which 
prefecture Tsingtao is situated, has in- 
structed his subordinate district magi: 
| trates to number at once the Christians in 
their respective districts, and then compel 
them to abjure the faith BeBe ‘They 
are also to take security from all such that 
they will never again enter the church, It 
| the Christians ubey they are to be protect- 
ed and regarded aS good citizens. Ii they 
do not, they may bear the consequences. 
Account is also to be taken of all churches, 
houses and personal effects, the same to he 
confiscated for the use of the government. 


A PROCLAMATION, 


The district magistinte of Vision (in

THE SUMMER 
is dragging its slow length along, its usu:

THE SITUATION IX THE NoRTH.

The transports from India, laden with 
troops, have begun to arrive, two having 
already passed through to Taku.

Taisang, which has been 
chartered as a troupship, will leave to-day 
with another coutingent of the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers, with Colonel Bertie in 
command and several other officers, for 
‘Taka. The draft consists of 140 men. 
‘They will be accompanied by Major Reilly 
and Captain Clarke, AILS. "This eon- 
tingent is being sent by order from the 
War Otfice, I hear the men of the Hong- 
koug Regiment, wre uch ut out at not 
being sent to the front. They say they 
were enlisted for service in Chins, 
and when the chance comes they are 
jot allowed to take it. ‘They want to 
kaow why one of the Indian R: 
cannot tuke their place. I sympathise 
with “Our Own,” and I cannot see why 
another draft from their ranks could not 
have been dispatched instead of the 
Fusiliers.

30,000, which was accounted for by 
the new dwelling-houses erected on the 
Pootung side for the accommodation of the 
foreign staff. Chinese houses for certain 
of the workmen had been put up, also some 
godowns, since the old ones were found 
insufficient. A workshop had been built 
at their place in Hongkew, moreover. ‘The 
next item was dock, wharres and bunding, 
which stood last year at Tis. 425,000, but 
was now Tis, 438,000. The difference was 
caused by the payment of commission to 
Captain Roberts, and the completion of 
the bunding and wharves. These were not 
yet quite finished, but they did not intend 
to put up any more than was absolutely 
necessary. They had at present enough 
for their requirements, and the money 
spent there was only about Tis. 13,000. 
The plant showed an increase of about Tis. 
40,000, as against last year. That money 
was partly spent in the making of 
jwunches, which they required, and the 
purchase of tools — all ood assets. 
The Stock account showed the very 
amount of Tis. 354,000, but 
ike Shanghai, and a workshop 
ts, they must of course have a lot 
of stock ou hand.

«INFORMATION WANTED.” 


To the Editor of the 

“Norru-Omixa Dany News.” 
Sin,—In these troublous times nobody 
cares to be worried with a mass of instruc- 
tions as to what to do or what not to do 
in certain eventualities, but at the sara 
time there should not be any likelihood of 
necessary instructions being misunder- 
stood. . 
Recently all householders received a 
printed notice from the Adjutant of the 
S.V.C. specifying the Refuge Post io 
which each should proceed in case of 
necessity. We are also told that eight 
strokes on the firebell and four guns is the 
signal for the Volunteers to turn out and 
ten strokes the signal for the General 
Service Co. 

‘What I wish to ask is whether, there 
being a disturbance say down Hongkew, 
larger than the police could cope with, and 
it was found necessary to call out tho 
Volunteers, does it follow that we are to 
immediately shut-up our houses all over 
the Settlenients znd outside ro: l get 
the women and children to our district 
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yendezyous or are we to wait until ten 
bells are sounded ? 

It is, of course, easy for Messrs. 4, B, 
and C to say that at the first alarm they 
will shut up house and away. But if the 
alarm turns out to be false or unnecessary 
we would probably return to find ourselves 
minus servants and a considerable amount 
of moveable property. I think it is proved 
therefore that a great amount of worry and 
trouble can be saved if more definite in- 
structions on this point are published. 

Not bemg an officer or in any way con- 
nected with the $.V.C., I am, of course, 
unacquainted with the “Scheme of De- 
fence” which is supposed to contain the 
secret of the safety of the whole of these 
Settlements if attacked by internal or ex- 
ternal foes, 

‘The successes of the Boers were said to 
bo the result of every man knowing the 
general scheme of operations and what part 
he was individually expected to play. To 
keep a scheme of defence carefully locked: 
up in'the bosoms of « select few and then 
to expect to cram it into the heads of a 
number of junior officers and privates and 
probably naval men as well while a 
riot is in progress and bricks and stones 
beginning to fall around is certainly court- 
ing disaster. 

Our Volunteers are a tine body of men 
and in case of an internal riot—that is 
to say a coolie riot along the line of 
wharves or elsewhere within the thickly 
populated portion of the Settlements 
would give wd account of themselves. 
This, however, is merely xcting as armed 
polico. But if as at Tientsin we should 
he attacked from outside by a mixed crowd 
of Imperial ‘Troops and Boxers are we in 
the slightest degree prepared tom: 
suitable resistance ? 

At the British Consulate and Hongkew 
Station are a number of guns of vari 
descriptions and calibres. “Are these 
to be fought in the open or in sandbag 
batteries? If the latter is there a stock of 
bags ready for filling? 

Again, are the infantry to advance into 
the open country and trust to dykes and 
Chinese graves for cover or are they ex- 















































pected to entrench themselves? If so 
where are the trenching tools? It is the 


rule in the British Army for a certain pro- 
portion of men in each company to carry 
picks and spades and to know how to use 
them. In this ease we cannot depend on 
the coolie with his rake and basket, but 
niuist depend solely upon white labour. I 
havo heard that for street barrieades soft 
geods from the godowns are to be used. 
Who is to carry these? ‘The average for- 
cigner is not an adept at running a Chinese 
wheelbarrow or doing bamboo coolies’ 
work, but he could readily run a truck 
such as is used for dock work at home if 
there ara any to be had. 

Whore again is the Engineer Officer who 
is to take charge of the construction of 
breastworks or the destruction of existi 
bridges and the building of temporary 
ones, and where are the material and men? 

I may be wrong, but it seems to me that 
the present officers of the Volunteers 
having brought the Corps to its present 
state of effisiency have about reached the 
limits of their powers, and that now the 
British Government should be asked to 
supply an. Engineer Officer of rank, who

There is probably no prettier drive 
outside Shanghai just now than round 
the Arsenal at Kaochanginino. The road, 
for the greater pat over the Chinese 
Bund, ‘is uninteresting enough

luxuriantly geass-clad, “nnd heavi'y tim 
bered with trees in rich fulinge. Approach- 
ing the arsenal, of which so much is 


heard in Sharghai, the oute is by way of 
carriage rouls, over bridges, aud) thre 
pleasant fields, The place is m sated 
around, the green and stagnant pools 
apparently being a harbour of refuge 
for myvinds of lusty-voiced frogs.

‘They wre plentifully perforated for rifle fire, 
but only a few of the gunsare visible—those 
comnmnding the river, The whole of the 
works seem to be composed of maso -ry 
coated with conerete, and in many in- 
stances the guns are entirely obscured 
by the trees and shrubs — growing 
iuinide the moat and close to the walls. 
There are 3,600 suldiers reported to 
be inside the forts, but during a. visit 
on Tuesday evening none were visible.

‘Throwght 
the trees hiding the walls there were 
aany blue-clad Ligures to be seen moving 
to and fro, and we were informed thst 
the appearance of a note book or any- 
thing of the kind would be an immed- 
inte signal for arrest. It is an established 
fact that there are a couple of mines laid 
off the forts on the river frout for the des- 
truction of hostile warships.

(Speciully translated for the “ North-China 
ating Daily Nex ”) 

‘This proclamation is issued by me, Ch'i, 
profect of Wenchow, for the information 
of all concerned. I have earefuliy analysed 
the feelings and general opinion of the 
masses and find that the Taoist priest, 
Usii Ah-lei, has certainly done nothing wn 

wwful, nor has any one ever charged him 
before the courts. The Association of 
Boxers (**Ch'uan Hui”) formed by him, 
was merely for mutual protection, and not 
for creating trouble, nor for the purpose of 
attacking the Christians. The hoisting of 
the flag (of rebellion) at Pingyang was, as 
a matter of fact, the doing of a body of 
ruffians and desperadoes who created 
disturbances without cause, in which the 
Boxers had no part. Ignorant perso 



























however, manufactured rumours and by & 
succession of circumstances falsely lid 
the blame on Hsii Ab-lei, the Taoist 





priest. Having obtained ’ reliable in- 
formation in this matter it behoves me 
therefore to give justice where due, 
and absolve the said Hsii Ah-lei from 
blame. I havo also found by investiga- 
tion that, from time immemorial, there 
has never been any law which forbids 
the practising of boxing or the uso of 
the quarterstaff (“ch'uan-p‘ang”), but

| ADMIRAL SEYMOUR'S MARCH. 


Sa 
AN INTERVIEW WITH LIEUTENANT Vox 
KROUN. 

In compliance with a request from 
Lieut. von Krohn, now in the German 
Hospital, a representative of the ¥ Japan 
Mail” has had an-interview with the 
gallant officer concerning statements at- 
tributed to him by a local paper. Lieut, 
vou Krohn has a bandage over his left 
eye, but is otherwise in good health and 
spirits. He speaks English well, as most 
German officers do, and the interview was 

conducted in that Ianguage. 

Lieut. von Krohn first explained that 
he had no notion that he was ‘being in- 
terviewed when the representative of the 
“Japan Herald” called upon him 
simply thought it was a friendly. visit, 
and chatted in an informal mauner as he 
would have done to any compatriot who 
had happened to call.” No notes were 
taken at all, and consequently some 
serious misstatements had heen made in 
regard to matters on which the “Japan 
Mail” afterwards commented.

of Admiral Seymour’ was ‘a 
great mistake, and could only end in 
failure as it did, for his forces had no 
knowledge of the country, no maps, and 
only eight days’ provisions, and above 
all ‘very little ammunition. Well, the 
impression given by that is that I was 
criticising the wisdom of Admiral Sey- 
mour's action. German officers are not 
educated like that, to indulge in criticism 
of superior officers, and I had particular- 
ly no notion of speaking adversely of one 
so high above me as Admiral Séymonr. 
T have such a high esteem for him that 
I could not possibly have said anything 
of the kind. What I meant to say was 
this: as events tumed out, the expedi 

tion proved a mistake, but neither Ad- 
miral Seymour nor anybody else could 
have foreseen what was to happen. At 
the time he started the railway was intact 
and the tele; raph to Peking was not in- 
terrupted. Nobody anticipated that we 
should find such resistance as we did. It 
was thonght we should simply have to 
face the Boxers, and the expedition was 
planned merely ‘to increase the garrisons 
of the Legations at Peking. It was only 
after Admiral Seymour had left that we 
had any idea of the amount of trouble 
we were likely to have. He left in the 
forenoon, and I with a body of Germans 
in the afternoon. ‘When Admiral Sey- 
mour left the railway line was inter- 
rupted, but the telegraph wires were 
quite safe till about 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon. The Admiral took in his, tug some 
waggons with materials to repair the line. 
While our engine was detached for water 
we noticed that an attempt had been 
made to tear up the rails between it and 
the carriages. That showed that the 
Boxers were active about ‘iientsin itself. 
What I said to the interviewer was that 
if Admiral Seymour had known, or if any 
of us had known at the time, what a great 
amount of resistance would have to be 
encountered and in what manner the 
railway would be destroyed later on, he 
would never have started. It would have 
been a great mistake to have left Tientsin, 
where we were all wanted. But it was 
impossible for the Admiral or any of us 
to see that, and I have not had the least 
idea of criticising his action. We were 
all agreed as to its wisdom in the circum- 
stances as we then knew them. We join- 
ed him about 8 o'clock the same night, 
some 30 li from Tientsin, where he had 
stopped to mend a bridge which had been 
destroyed by fire. A railway building had 
also-been burned.” 
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“Then Admiral Seymour enjoyed the 
complete confidence of the Allies?” 

“Certainly. We all thought very highly 
of him. The whole of the commanding 
officers coincided with his opinion. If T 
had nob agreed with him, T should not 
have said so; I should have kept my 
opinion to myself. But in point of fact I 
greatly admire him, and the gallantry he 
showed all through the trying times we 
had to go through. He was everywhere 
with the great stick he carried, encoura; 
ing the men and directing operations with 
the greatest courage and ability. Captain 
Jellicoe also I esteem very'highiy. He was 
wounded in the chest ‘in one of the 
engagements.” 

“Tt is stated that you consider it will 
require 150,600 men to deal effectively with 
the situation. Is that so?” 

“Yes, It is quite impossible to proceed 
on tho railway, as the whole length is 
destroyed. You won't want so many troops 
to defeat the Boxers and the troops, but 
many thousands will be required to guard 
the lines of communie tions and keep them 
intact. ‘There must be numerous depots 
for provisions also. The people of the 
country are all hostile; you can get no 
help from them. A great many villages 
are deserted and others burnt down, 0 
that it will be impossible to get food en 











route. Then there is the question of 
water. It will be very difficult to get 
water. ‘That is a matter in which we 


stffered very much. We had to get water 
from the tiver—“ Chateau Peiho” we 
called it. We heard that the villagers the 
other side of Langfang had thrown the 
bedies of dead animals and human beings 
into the wells, and thus poisoned the 
water. The difficulty of getting provisions 
aud water will necessitate transport 
arrangements ona very large scale. ‘The 
nearer you get to Peking, too, the more 
hostility you will find.” 

Vhat do you think of the Chinese as 
soldiers?” 

“They shoot. very well. They are 
especially good gunners, from what we 
saw of them. Of course it was not difficult 
work firing at our junks in the river, for 
they mew all the distances. With’ the 
ritle they are not so good. I have an 
impression that they begin firing at a great 
distance with the sights elevated, but that 
as we come nearer they forget or neglect 
to lower the sights, and consequently at 
a short range the bullets go high. At 
1,200 yards wo had a Jot of bullets around 
us, but when they got nearer they mostly 
flew overhead. When they get near the bay- 
oret, and hear our ‘Hurrah’ they don’t 
wait, but turn ond run, That's why we 
ought to have plenty of cavalry. What 
chiefly surprised us was the efficient way in 
which the troops were armed. ‘They have 
rifles of the most modern pattern, In the 
villages we took from them we found 
modern rifles and a huge lot of ammunition 
in the houses, and when the villages were 
burnt we could hear the cartridges going 
off like fireworks.” 

“Were tho Boxers armed like this?” 

“Yes, those whom we encountered 
coming back. They had evidently been 
supplied with rifles by the officers. They 
do not know how to handle a rifle properly. 
Tf they had known we should have had 

ay much greater losses. They fire more 
or jess at random and very quickly. Still, 
as they'get behind cover it the villages and 
uso smokeless powder, it makes matters a 
little difficult for an attacking party. The 
first Boxers we met were only armed with 
ong knives. Those with rifles we met on 
our way back to Tientsin, and they held 
the village against us.” 

“ What is their mothod of warfare?” 

“Well, the first time we met 
them, when an Italian petty officer 
was killed, they speared first at a 
distance of about “200 yards. ‘They 














cried ont, aud then made a rush on us. 
Our svldiers were washing clothes near the 
engine at the time, and were unarmed, but 
the people on the trucks took up arms and 
heat them back. The Italian’ and some 
men were, however, surrounded, and several 
of them were killed by the Boxers with 
their knives, Lieut. Golomb of the En- 
dymion was attacked at Lofa by a thousand 
of them, who rushed on him from all sides. 
‘They were armed with knives, only a few 
of them having rifles of old patterns, and 
succeeded in 1g only two English 
sailors. A hundred of them were killed. 

“They rush right on to the rifles, after 
the style of the Soutanese ?” 

“Yes, often. They don’t believe they 
can be killed. They have a small red 
pocket, with a charm inside, 
sign, a'red fork, and some ari 
signifies that their god will save them. 

ere is one of them I took from a desd 
man.” 

‘The Lieutenant took out of his pocket- 
book a small red cloth ere, with a yellow 
enclosure traced with Chinese characters 
and soaked with the blood of its late 
possessor. He proceeded :— 

_‘1 myself saw some of the Boxers run- 
ning up to our men armed only with knives. 
‘They would be hit by a bullet, but would 
get up again and recommence running ; 
sometimes even after three or four shots 
they would rise. In one body I counted 
no less than four wounds, One of the 
killed I found at a distance of only forty 
Zards from the rifles, armed only with 


























But they will lose this faith after a 
while; with such convincing arguments as 
Mauser bullets?” 

“T think many have lost it already, and 
that others will do so very quickly when 
they see they are not awake again. The 
Boxer movement may dio out on that 
account.” 

“Is it true that the Boxers murder 
women and children when it is inconvenient 
to remove them 2” 

“Quite. I saw the body of a woman 
with a new born child, and in the river Isaw 
a lot of bodies of women and children.” 

“T notice that you say you shot 20 men at 
the Hsikou forts, where you were wounded. 
If every officer made as good practice they 
must be a host themselves.” 

“No, that wasa mistake. Isaid that when 
one man at a gun I was observing was shot 
another at once took his place, and that I 
saw about 20 men shot at that gun, But. 
of course I did not kill them all, I killed 
about three or four. Of course we were 
only at a distance of about 100 yards.” 

‘As to the question of despatching the 
killed and wounded—what is the truth 
about that?” 

“Well, the other gentleman who called 
here told me it was rumoured that the 
Russians killed the wounded with the butt 
ends of their rifles. He asked me if that 
was true. I told him I didn’t believe it, 
‘but that I could probably te!l how the 
rumour got about. The fact was that we 
had some cases where we must kill the 
men with the hayonet to save ourselves, 
and I told of such cases. I told of one 
case in which I was concerned. When we 
went to see the bodies after an engage- 
ment, there was one body lying against a 
tree.” Idid not see it, but a petty officer 
cried out that the man was getting on to 
his feet. I looked, and saw the man, who 
was supposed to be dead but was only 
wounded, standing up, and trying to 
strike me with his long knife. I at 
once struck him down with my sword, 
killing him. That is one case. Another 
was that of an English midshipman, 
about this size”—holding up his hand 
to his waist. ‘There was a seemingly 
dead man at a distance of about 5 feet 
from him, and he suddenly rose to stab the 
midshipman, when the latter shot him with 
his revolver. Another case_was in the 
Hsikou fort, which we took, There were a 

















lot of reeds near by, and we were searching 
them for Chinese.” A wounded man rose 
and attacked one of our men, wounding 
him ; of course he—the Chinese, I mean- 
was killed. I gave these cases, and said 
the rumour probably arose from such acts, 
and that the Russians at Taku had much 
the same experiences, I did not say, how- 
ever, that we were compelled to Kill all 
the wounded with the bayonet. We did 
kill one prisoner because he refused to do 
some work that was ordered, and attacked 
the petty officer who was guarding him. 
‘Thatwasat Haikou, Inerersaw the soldiers 
kill the wounled men except in caso of 
absolute necessity, when they had to save 
themselves, We haven't killed prisoners 
and wounded generally, and I don't Lelieve 
we shall do it. Of course we killed those 
sho tried to kill us, that is, unless we were 
killed frst. Ifa man was fighting gainst us 
with arms in his hands, of course we shut 
him, but no old men or children were 
killed.” 

Speaking of another matter, Lieut. von 
Krohn said he did not attach much im- 

tance to the statement that the Gorman 

finister was killed on the 13th, and that 
the Chinese had altered the date. On the 
afternoon of the 16th a messenger from 
Peking reached the English Admiral, He 
had left Peking on the previous night, and 
ho had heard nothing of the death of the 
Minister. Lieut. von Krohn was himself 
speaking to this man, and understood from 
him that Peking when ho left was quite 
quiet, but that in the villages round there 
were massacres and disturbances. ‘They 
didn't hear of the death of the German 
Minister until they arrived at Tientsin. 
‘The news was brought on the 28th by two 
runners from Peking. Lieut. von Krohn 
stated his opinion that when Princo 
Tuan was deposed the Boxer movement 
would die out. Most of the Boxers lad 
been misled by the chief of the anti-foreign 
party, who had made use of their super- 
stition, while miny thousands of others 
had been compelled to join the rioters under 
fear of death, Ho thought they would 
soon be demoralised, especially when they 
were undeccived s'to their immortality. 
He believed tho Generals and Prince Tuan 
were privy to the death of the Japanese 
Chancellor Sugiyama and the murder of 
the German Minister. 

The Lieutenant added a word as to the 
excellent understanding between all nation- 
alities comprised in the allied forces. He 
said they all worked splendidly together, 
and there was absolutely no jealousy or 
racial prejudice. He hud a ‘very high 
opinion of the Japanese troops, both 
ofcers and » 

A visit to Ciiptain Lans, of the Iti 
was lying in a cubicle with his leg in plaster- 
of-paris, and with twenty-five small ‘rounds 
from sholl and wood splinters, enabled our 
representative to get a view of a plan of the 
Iitis showing how and whero she was hit, 
‘The Iitis, though of only 900 tons, looks 
much larger ship, and consequently she 
was the chief target, ‘Tt was real war,” 
said the Captain, ‘who is an excellent 
specimen of the’ German naval officer, 
speaking capital English, courteous, gallant, 
and patient in his endurance of a very nasty 
wound, of which he makes light, only ro- 
garding it seriously as a possible bar to 
his remaining in the service. ‘The Iitis 
was hit by 17 shells and one shrapnel. 
Five shells hit the aft funnel, and it was 
curious to trace the efforts of the Chinese 
gunners to plant projectile in the boiler, 

ch succeeding shot, evidently from the 
same gun, was a few feet lower, until at 
Inst they succeeded in planting one on the 
lower part of the superstructure. The 
bridge and superstructure were hit_five 
times, and one shot struck the hull. Parts

Lt me as an honest chronicler state ia 
preface tha sent from ‘ientsin 
during th nd was therefore not a 
person witness of the incidents described, 
Thave collected them from the diary of 
anual messmate whose imparti 
marked ay his ability and striet regard to 
truth, 

‘The chief business of the morning was | 
the dispatch of the Tientsin lsdies and 
children, one hundred and sixty in all, | 
unter al guird of sixty rifles from tho 
German sailors, the Tiewtsin Volunteers, 
hustrinds, friends, ete., etc. ‘The mzasures 
for their exodus had to be taken so promptly 
that very little provision could be made for 
their comfort ; but this regret wes merge t 
in a sense of relief that they had finally got 
nafely out of the deatl-trap without scxthe 
or harm. Oaly some ten Indies and as 
many childeen aro now loft in the Settl 
ment: they hold the Provost Marshal's 
permission and are (the former) mostly on 
npecial service, such as nursing, protec! 
ing refugees, ete. Tho British’ Consul's 
family postp2ned their departure for a day 
or two. 

Japanese reinforcements came in to-night 
nearly 1,000 strong, incluting n body of 
very fit-looking exvalry (near'y 200); the 
Litter make an especisliy welcome addition 
to the garrison. 

Svon aftor the refugees left, the enemy 
opened fire from the Shui-szmying (Cit 
Fort) and from some new guns they hd, 
ineunted on the line of te Lutai Canal, 
away to our North-Evst.

I grieve to siy there was fierce indigna- 
tion among the ‘Tientsin residents over the 
scurvy treatment of their wives and child- 
ren during the exodus. Ocher nationwli- 
ties hid their ladies at once taken olf to 
their war-ships and treated with all the 
generous cousideration their misfortune 
demanded, hut the British were tranship- 
ped and retranshipped into a rat-ridde , 
Cockronchy ship, with exeerable food, and 














an utter and abominable absence of 
sanitary requirements. No officer came to 
soe them, and until a strong protest 
was gent in, no arrangements were made 


for theie dispatch elsewhere. It was. first 
intended to send them holus bolus, willing 
‘Ning, to Hongkong, but this was 
{ater on moditid into « place which enabled 
those bound for Shanghai to go there vid 
the Hsinchi, and those for Japan via the 
Mailoong to Nagasaki. Moreover, some 
Ulankets aud mattresses were collected 
from the fleet. The causes of it all wer 
(J) bad communication, (2) undermannin 
and overwork of the fleet. When the r 
fugees left Lientsin, the base-oflicer didn't 
know they were coming ; to get them off 
his hand was his prime consideration, so 
they ‘wero bundled on Voard of the Sheng.

British, 400 Russians, and possibly by 
others, of whom J have not heard ; but no 
amatter, for it hardly concerns us whoever 
was there, as it was essentially the Jap- 
auese day—Japanese nethod, discipline, 
courage, and initiative, and victory. 

Goneral Fukushima handled his men like 
an old campaigner, and gave the onlooker 
one of the prettiest battle dioramas ever 
sven, His main force, on the extreme left, 
deployed away to tho south of the Race 
Course, while his secondary advanced 
towards the villages near the burned re- 
sidences of Messrs. Detring and Dickinson. 
‘Vheso latter, after a stiff rifle duel, expelled 
the onemy who tried to clear off to their 
own right, only, of course, to fall into the 
main body of the Japanese waiting for 
them and now outflanking them. ‘Chey 
turned tail and bolted towards the Hai 
Kuang Sze or Elgin Joss-house, but now 
Fukushima had hie horsemen ready for 
them, They rode and re-rode up and 
down, cutting the braves to pieces aud 
accounting for 250, ‘The advance was now 
general ; the whole foreign force swinging 






































on, the Russians on the right as a pivot, 
wheeled over the plain driving everything 
before them. ‘The Japanese were just in 
the'r glory, laughing and going on with their 
curious little trot ; they captured Krapp 
field-pieces, and rushed the arsenal at the 
Hai Kuang Sze, driving the enemy like 
sheep. Nene of us felt the least doubt 
that had they pushed on, they eld 
have got the South Gate and possibly 
the City. The other troops wer: in 
support and did all thit could be 
done, bat as furtune would have it, the 
enemy fell to the Islanders. ‘The etsual- 
ties were very small, less than 80 in all, 
and only ten of these killed. It was really 
a most dashi.ig bit of war and impressed 
everyone who saw it with a sonse of the 
potency and military virtues of the chief 
actors. The only fault tvat I have the im- 
ertinence to find wih the Japanese soldier 
is his extreme visibility ; his white that hat, 
his black (or whi'e) coat, and white pants 
make him prominent when lying on the 
grey soil of Chibli. Put him into khaki 
and you will increase his resisting power 
indefinitely. One day last week, going up 
to the frout from the rear, saw a Japanese 
Company at a distances of one mile ; the 
Hongkong regiment I failed to see at 409 
yards ; both were lying forward against a 
bank of mud. Without auy pretence to 
invidiousness I must express the general 
sentiment up here that in organisation, 
equipment, discipline, the Japanese 
have nothing to lewrn from anybody, but 
much to teach. ‘They have thought out 
everything and arranged it to perfection, 
and they alone have hid no muddle. Steam 
lighters and shallow vessels adapted 
for Taku Bar, sampans, coolies, land search- 
lights, etc., ‘etc., all are there as if an 
invasion of the Peilo were a norval task,

DRESS AT THE PARIS 
EXHIBITION, 
(PROM OUR LADY CORRESPONDENT.) 
pea aan 


No part of the exhibition is visited with 
greater interest than that reserved for 
the textile exhibit in the Champ de Mars 
where the Paris shopkeepers, milliners 
and dressmakers have their dispk.y of 
clothing. It is quite close to the Palais 
du Costume, which would doubtless be 
even more crowded than the textile 
gallery, were it not that a special en- 
trance ‘fee is charged. To sec the two 
well it is advisable to start early and 
arrive at the Palais du Costume as soon 
as possible after the opening, 10 a.m. 
The interior of this building is so arranged 
that, if it is at all crowded, nothing can bo 
seen with comfort. The costumes of tho 
different historical periods are arrange¢! 
| in groups, on wax figures, after the man- 

ner of tableaux vivants, and each group 
is set back in the wall, so that the specta- 
tor must be directly in front to seo 
anything, except as regards the repre- 
sentation of “Homage to the Empress” 
(Byzantine, 10th century) which is eu- 
tirely open all round and can be seen | 
from above. The Empress, in a beautiful, 
jewelled, embroidered robe, stands to 
receive homage from her subjects: ladies 
in rich dresses, priests and coloured 
slaves. In another group we see Egyp- 
tian ladies entertained by a snake charm= 
er, and Roman ladies listening to tho 
primitive musical instruments of their 
time in a spacious hall, with doors and 

ssages in the background. The Roman 
ladies’ hair is worthy of notice, that of 
the married women being plaited and 
piled on the top of the head, whereas tho 
girls, clothed in clinging white garments, 
wear their hair flowing gracefully over 
the shoulders. All this hair is_of tho 
dark, ruddy, Roman tint so often imitated 
nowadays in dyes. 

SEAR TO LIFE. 

‘The most lifelike of these tableaux ix 
perhaps that of the good king Louis IX 
with his mother, Blanche of Castille, 
and his wife, Marguerite of Provence. 
Bianche sits, facing tho spectator, in 
simple grey robe, and looks down loving- 
ly at her son while he places in her hand 
that of Marguerite, who also kneels and 
inclines her head'on the elder Jady’s 
shoulder. Another very lifelike group 
consists of two ladies, a jester and a 
| Page, looking from a’ window upon thn 

Field of the Cloth of Gold. The head- 
dress of these ladies of the year 1520 
consists of heavy, jowelled nets, and both 
wear very prominent rings on the first 
| finger, nearly to the joint. Their dresses 
| are of rich satin, and one figure wears 
| a large, black, velvet hat with a whito 
| ostrich ‘plume. Catherine de Medicis is 
| represented in one of her better moments, 
| if she had any, hesitating before signing 
| the order for the massacre of St. Barthol- 
omew. The all-powerful queen is simply 
srowned in black velvet and has the usual 
Marie Stuart coiffure of her younger 
days. By her side is a girl, in a costume, 
which might very well be worn now, of 
cream veiling, gold embroidery, puffed 
sleeves and very little attempt at a hoop. 

THE FIRST POWDERED HAIR. 

We see powdered hair for the first time 
on one of the three daughters of Louis 
XIV, who form a tableau by themselves. 
These damsels have apparently been 
j smoking, to judge by the pipe and 

tobacco at hand. | Next to this, yroup 
Marie Leczinska has a space to herself. 
She considerably emphasises the powdered 
hair, wide sleeves and paniers which had 
been creeping into fashion in her day. 
Paniers and immense hips, however, 
evidently did not last long, for they do 
! not appear at all in any other Louis XV. 
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groups. There are some lovely tableaux 
‘of that period, showing the drooping 
hats, curled hair (ctill powdered) and 
hoops, Close by are some figures in dain- 
ty teau costumes. In the next sec- 
tion, representing the period between 
1795 and 1799, we see the true Directoire 
style: markedly sloping sholders, per- 
fectly hoopless skirts, sweet coal-scuttle 
bonnets, and pretty silk aprons with tittle. 
pockets. The colours of this period seem 
to have been a great feature in the dress, 
and, although very numerous, they har- 
monise beautifully. The powdered hair, 
which had been in fashion so long, had 
gone out before the full Directoire style 
was in vogue. A yery large space’ is 
allotted to an 1820 fiancée. Three young 
girls in rather short skirts, white satin 
slippers, ahd sandals, are grouped on a 
sofa, awaiting the approach of a shy 
young man in a black suit end a stock. 
‘A little girl in the room is dressed in 
white muslin, with white fried trousers 
peeping out below her skirt. e 
















MODERNITY. 
All the costumes hitherto meittioned 
are decidedly artistic and pleasing, but 
now comes something to which these ad- 
jectives cannot be applied. It looks like 
a. large shop-window containing a series 
of waxen women habited in the fashions 
‘of the last fifty years. Here we have the 
John Leech lady in puce, with drooping 
hat and sack jacket, and the tight skirt, 
panier_and large sleeves of a few years 
ago. In the modern costumes, Félix, 
who has organised the Palais, has de- 
cidedly the best show. One or two other 
firms are represented but not so largely. 
There are some beautiful evening dresses, 
very much embroidered and spangled. 
The two present-day dresses claiming the 
greatest share of attention are those 
worn by Mme. Réjane in “La Glu” and 
by Mme. Sarah Bernhardt in “La Dame 
aux Camélias.” Mme. Réjane reclines in 
a graceful attitude on a couch and holds 
a cigarette between her fingers. Her 
gown is of primrose satin, entirely cover- 
ed with cream lace. A primrose ribbon 
hhangs from the waist. ‘The gown is made 
high, the lace of the bodice forming a 
slight frill round the throat, and has 
elbow sleeves with lace. Nothing could 
ho more simple and elegant. There is no 
ornament or trimming of aay description. 
Beside Mme. Réjane stands the great 
and only Sarah, in a beautiful long-train- 
ed dress of white silk, with very natural 
looking camelias appliquéd upon 








FOR THE BARBERS. 
A large gallery is devoted entirely to the 


Paris coiffeurs. Each has his stand con-| j,; 


taining a head, with hair dressed gither 
in modern style or something suitable for 
funcy dress. Powder prevails. The 
typical French dark hair is conspicuously 
absent, nearly all the wigs being golden 
brown. Evidently dark hair is no longer 
in fashion. The most up-to-date style in 
hairdressing is a parting on the side, with 
the hair puffed over the head to the nape 
of the neck, where it rests in loose coils. 
One style, dated 1900, is a regular bow of 





“hair, placed upright on the brow. This 


does not look so stiff as might appear from 
the description. 


‘THE MORE FRIVOLOUS 


exhibit of clothing in the textile section 
is ag interesting in its way as the Palais 
du Costume. The Paris shops and whole- 
sale houses are wonderfully well represent- 
ed. The materials are exquisite, and em- 
broidery and painting are brought to 
absolute perfection on imuslins and chif 
fons. In the case of court dresses the 
petals of the flowers are usually loose, ex- 
cepting at the centre, and prodiice the effect 
of natural flowers laid on the material. 
One part of this section is lighted by elec- 





tricity, so that evening dresses can be seen 
as they louk when actually worn, 
THE WELL-KNOWN STORES. 

The display made by the well-known 
such as the Bon Marché and the 
Sunatitaine, is quite as remarkable in its 
way as that of the fashionable dressmakers. 
The' underclothing, children’s dress s. 
shirt waists and tailor gowns have evidently 
been designed by artists, and the prices 
are marvelously low. For instance, some 
exquisite cutton shirts in plain colours and 
white, very daintily and profusely tucked, 
are marked 3f. 30c. The first-class dr 
makers and milliners, of course, do'not price 
their goods at all. There are some char 
ing specimens of painting on silk with 
water-colours (mixed, it appears, with 
Chin~se white). Boas made of coloured 
feathers, shading off into white at the tips, 
area new feature. The williners have not 
come «ut so strong as the dressmakers, 
and although there are some elegant hats, 
they are by no means numerous and some 
of them are rather odd, Broad-brimmed 
picture hats are chiefly in evidence.

REBELLIONS IN CHINA. 
n 
———__ 

{Note. It will be seen that these papers 
were written before the Boxer rising reach- 
ed its present height. —Ed.} 

When we come to consider the present 
rebellion, its causes, developments, and 
consequences, we tnd ourselves out of our 
depth. The obscurity of those causes, and 
rapidity of those developments, and tho 
terrible character of the consequences 
puzzle and alarm us. The depth of 
Passion, the fearlessness of its leaders, the 
force of its attack, and the cruelty o! 
bloodstained atrocities differentiate this 
outbreak from anything with which 
we have been familiar since the outbreak 
of the Taiping rebellion, Nor are we able 
from the information at our disposal at 
present to afirm exactly what the Boxers 

ave attempted, nor.tate what they hat 
accomplished. One thing is quite certai 
that the movement is quite another thing 
from what was at first enticipated, and the 
consequeners will be altogether different 
from what was at first foretold. What was 
at first supposed to bean attack on mission 
aries and native Christians discovers itself 
to be in reality a determined attempt to 
overthrow the foreigner, and get rid of him 
and his works. The name of the Society 
is suggestive. Foreigners know it by the 

rbarous name of Iho Ch'uan, though pro- 
bably not one in twenty knows what the 
name implies, nor the meaning it is meant 
toconvey. The “I” is and denotes 

‘self-respecting righteousness.” “Ho "is 
FAM and means “harmony.” Ch‘uan is B 
kiin and is ‘the fist". We all know 
delight the Chinese have in high-sounding 
namtes, which often appear singularly ridi 
culous in the face of facts. A dirty, ill- 
odoured shop, where half-a-dozen of the 
employees have recently died of plague, 
will be named “The Shop of Endless 
Longevity,” and the murderous rebellion 
of the Taipings was called “The Grand 
Peace.” So here; though we give therebels 
the name of Boxers, they call themselves : 
“The Fist of Self-respecting Righteousness 
and Harmony,” which seems to imply that 
they have joined their strength and re- 
sources to bring about,—though they have 
to wade to their ambitious goal through 
rivers of blood,—a harmony, of which 
self-respecting righteousness shall be the 
dominant characteristic.

Their attacks on mission chapels and 
stately cathedrals, railway stations and 
summer residences, have shown the unusual 
bolduess of the Boxer leaders. By the 
tearing up of railways and cannonading 
of gunboats, and their defiant attitude 
generally to all whom they regard as their 
passive or active enemies, they have 
proved that they are determined to stand 
or fall by theresult. The first thing which. 
the Governments must do is to suppress 
the immediate outbreak. Whether things 
have gone too fr remains to be seen. 
Whether the « tack on British men-of-wat 
means a casus lelli will: be decided by 
those who are.extrusted with this duty. 
When things have been got a little in hand, 
however, if will be well to look underneath 
the surface and endeavour to discover what 
spirit ix actuating these rebels. So their 
animosity, directed originally only against 
native christians and missionaries, against, 
in fact Christianity. If they could free China 
of Christianity would they be satisfied? 
Events seem to prove that their hatred is 
deeper and theobjects of theirrancour more 
numerous than the active supporlers of 
the religion of Jesus. But supposing it to 
be directed against missionaries only, thon 
it is impossible that. foreign powers sl 
not crush it out and destroy it wood and 
branch. There my be a few Europeans 
who would gladly see the entire band of 
missionaries shipped out of China and 
sent home to their respective centres. 
But this will never be. English, Ameri- 
can, German, and French missionaries are 
in China, The duty of exertion on behaif 
of the success of the mission movement 
is as deep-rooted in the conviction of the 
Christian world, as is the conviction of the 
merchant that it is necessary to trade. 

‘Those who have read the reports of the 
Great Conference on Missions, recently 
held in New York, in which thousands of 
missionary and other delogates yathorod 
from all parts of the world and calmly 
discussed missionary problems and planned 
missionary enterprise, must seo that the 
energy behind that meeting is a force that 
no earthly hand can hold in check. Ex- 
President Harrison, in his speech, said ; 
“T have taken part in the course of my 
long life in many political campaigns ; 1 
have often addressed political meetings 
in the Hall (Carnegie Hall, which seats 
three thousand), but never have I known 
any political campaign, never have I 
Known any cause whatever, but this 
cause of Foreign Missions, which could fill 
this Hall twice or thrieo a day for ten 
days with such enthusiastic audiences.” 
No, if it rests between the presence of 
foreign missions in China and the existenco 
of the Boxers, then the Boxers must 
go, because the force that’ moves forward 
and animates the cause of Foreign Mis- 
sions is ten times more powerful than 
the energy which has called this rebellious 
crowd into being.

The fault lies, in the 
first. place, in the fact that the field is 
small.

‘The latter question de- 
pends on the Chinese Government, If a 
demonstration on a small scale suffices to 
bring the Chinese to their senses, there is 
very reason to hope that the Concert will 
do its work satisfactorily, and that the 
stctus quo ante will for a while he main- 
tained. But suppose that the parties of 
werines now being sent up to Peking do 
not suffice, what then ? There are many 
indications, as M. Deleassé said, that the 
old struggle between China and Western 
civilisxtion is once more coming to a head. 
The Boxers in themselves may not be very 
formidable, but the Chinese authorities b; 
their encouragement of them may have 
raised a spirit which they could not, even 
if they would, allay. In'the Chinese wars 
of half a century ago there was a working 
alliance between Great Britain and France. 
The key to any effective settlement of the 
present crisis can only be found in a full 
vnderstanding between Great Britain and 
Russia. Our Berlin correspondent says 

n unlerstanding exists between the 
Powers “restricting the number of troops 
which each is to send.” If the erisis turns 
out to be an affair of small numbers, that 
understanding may suffice. But not's0, if 
it turns out that the question is rather 
one of sending as many troops as possible.

‘Thongh nominally financial matters 
are looking bri-hter, native interest being down again to 10/15 per cent, this is nota true indication of affairs, a3 the native banks 
refuso to do any of the usual business. Goods keep piling up in the godowns, and home bills are coming due with -ut hope of being met. 

Politically the outlook may be slightly better than it was a fortnight ago, owing to the fall of Tientsin ant the large numbers of 
foreign troops now approac But the conditions up North preclude the ilea of a sudden rush for the capital, so that 
we must expect, he state of unrest to continue for some time longer. Tie atrocities which are almost certain to have beea commi ted 
in Peking are of such « nature t at a compromise is uo louger possible, so that all hopes of a spze ly termiuation of the troubles must 
‘be abandoned.

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COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


(From Messrs. Noél, Murray & Co. Piece Goods Trade Report of 19th July.) 


‘The continued assurances of the safety of the foreigners in Pexrxc, mvde by several of the Chinese Officials, meet with but 
little oredence here, and we are glad to vee by the Evxoreax Governments also. The reports are evidently circulated with the 
object of gaining time, and to prevent the early inrush of Foreign troops. Fortunately the Foreign Powers are not in a mood 
to put up with further procrastination, and merciless vengeance is abont to be sammarily meted out to those who are 
responsible for the most atrocious and herrible crime that has been perpetrated withia the memory of liviog man. ‘The recent action 
taken by the Authorities here in inducing Liu Kun-yi, the Viceroy at NaxKING, to appoint some one to undertake the Inspector-General- 
ship of Customs, certainly goes to confirin our worst fears, showing as it does that all hopes of the survival of the I G. and his Deputy 
‘ave been abandoned. ‘The Foreign Authorities here seem to prefer to rely on the Naxxtxo Viceroy, uader the circumstances, and 
great indignation has been expressed at the action of Li Hunychang in leaving ceroyalty at whit he pretends to consider a 
call from the Empress Dowager, though every one knows it is from the rebel usurper. ‘The situation inthe North has been some- 
what improved by the capture, by the Allied troops, of the Tresrsts City, though at rather a heavy cost in killed and wounded. 
‘Therein are situated all the Hongs of the Merchants aud it is hoped, for the sake of trade, that they have not been damaged 
to any great extent, containing, as they do, all the business records, which, if lost, would cause endless trouble and delay 
when trade is resumed, The tnexpected advance of Chinese troops’ to ‘attack "Russian territory rd 
it was unexpected, and doubtless will cause the withdrawal of her troops at present acting with the Allied forces 
order to protect her Railway. The latest telegrams from home show that the country is throughly aroused, and the suggestion made 
by the leading paper that Hoxcxoxc and SuaXcuar should be immediately fortified will meet with the general approval of those here, 
though it seems to have escaped the notice of the authors of the ides that this is not a Britis Colony. Ho as it is destined to 
become the refuge of all the foreign women and children from the Outports something must be done to make it absolutely secure, ‘The 
value of this place would be rich bait for the lawless elements, 

‘The Customs Authorities have acceded, to a certain extent, to the request of the Chamber of Commerce to extend the Bonding 
privileges to other Whagves than those belouging to the China Merchants S. N. Co., which affords some relief to the trade, Meanwhile 
thore is next to nothing doing, the only business beyond the Auction being in rotail lots of similar cargo, aud at about the same prices, 
for hard cash, 

‘A smart slump in Cotto in Liverroot, bringing the price down to 533d, has had a weakening effect on MaNcuesten, and 
Manufacturers have lowered their quotations again, the market ving quiet but stonds. Prices are still, however, very much over 
what were ruling here before the war broke out and therefore altogether out of the question. The export of Flain Cottons for tl 
first half of this month amounted to 15,900,000 yards Subsequent telegrams have shown that the total for last month could not have 
been more than 37,000,000 yards. ‘There is no news from New York. , 


‘A fair business continues in Yarns for Haxxow and Szrcuces, and the Locau spianings are still in requost, at low prices, for 
remittances against Silk, ‘The trouble in Nrxcro appears to have quieted down again and was not really su sorious as it was made our 
to be. ‘The \eNcnow Customs staff has beea ordered back to that Port uader promises of protection, which we trust will 
be forthcoming and fully adequate. 

‘Stocks—The Returns to the Chatber of Commerce of the stocks here on the 30th ulto , do not appear to have been made with the 
usual regard to care nnd accuracy,, there being some very glaring discrepancies compared with the estimates based on the 3lat 
December returns. Of course the declaration of cargoes, both inward and outward, have not been completed yet, but that is scarcely 
likely to account for some of the differences. ‘The following are in excess of our estimates :—Grey Shictin English 
and Indian Drills 12,000 pieces, Velveteens 2,500 pieces, Lenns 21,000 pieces, Medium, Broad and Ri 
Lastings 6,500 pieces and Cotton Flannel 12,000 pieces. While the following are ‘below our estimates :—36. 
48,000 pieces, Indian 'T.-Cloths 25,000 piecos, White Shirtings 85,090 pieces, Dutch Drills 17,000 pieces, American Dri 
American Jeans 15,000 pieces, English Sheetings 72,000 pieeas, American Sheeting 22,000 pleces, Dyed Cottons 25,000 

tons 59,000 pieces, Velvets 6,000 pieces, Muslins and Lawns 76,000 pieces, English Yarn 2,700 piculs, Long El 

Cotton Lastings and Italians 18,000 pieces. ‘The mistake in Spanish Stripes hus been discovered, the Stock is 9,400 pie 

Such large discrepancies are very unusual and we hesitate about accepting the figures as the basis for our future estimate of stocks. 
Lt certainly shows a want of care somewhere in making up the returos, aud we invito holders to look up the items we have pointed out, 
eapecially those that are under the estimato that was based ou the 31st December returns, and see if the figures they eent in represent 
their actual stock. Figures that ate incorrect are woree than usgless, so if ‘any inaccuracies are discovered and reported to us they 
will be treated with the strictest confidence. Goods paid for and held by the dealers may possibly acconnt for some of the 
discrepancies. 

‘The Returns of ‘Trade and 1 
Custom, and although the latter give a very optimistic view of the future 
reasons described are worth recording as they demonstrate already the benefits to the country at large, and trade in general, of the 
fntroduction of Westerns methods but we are obliged to reserce further notice until our next. On the third page we give a statement 
compiled from these returns of the direct importations into Tieststx compared with the total receipts at that Port for the Inst four 
years. It will be seen that the prediction we made last year was not fulfilled, as the business shows a decided increase.
